“It is the town’s responsibility to get 
this dog off the streets,’’ Selectmen Chair- 
man James Abramson said before the 
board voted unanimously to confine the 
dog at a veterinarian’s, within 24 hours, 
and to have it destroyed. 

The dog’s owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lawrence A. Smith of 120 Argilla Road, 
have 10 days to appeal that decision accor- 
ding to Town Counsel Al Daniels. The 
district court would make the final deci- 
sion on an appeal, Daniels said. 

The complaint against the Smith dog 
was brought before the selectmen by Mr. 
and Mrs. Leslie Wood of 18 Wild Rose 
Drive Their daughter, Helen, was bitten 
by a dog last week while playing with 
friends next door. 

Bitten about the ear and lower jaw, the 
girl required 64 stitches. She was treated

The company plans to employ 300 within 
the next five years.

Dyonics President Leonard Bonnell said 
the company plans to move into the 
Dascomb Road facility next May or June.

The concluding recital in the 1980 
summer series of organ recitals at the 
Methuen Memorial Music Hall will be per- 
formed by Hans Gebhard on Wednesday 
evening, Sept. 10 at 8:30 p.m. Professor 
Hans Gebhard studied at the 
Musikhochschule Munich under Michael 
Schneider and Friedrich Hoegner, and 
continued his music study at the Universi- 
ty of Kiel. He is Organist and Choirmaster 
at Sankt-Nikolaikirche, Kiel, Germany, 
Professor of Organ at the Conservatory in 
Luebeck, and Professor of Choral Conduc- 
ting and Organ at the Music Academy, 
Luebeck. He has made many recital tours 
in Germany and abroad. 

For his recital program, Professor 
Gebhard has selected: Toccata and Fugue 
in D minor (‘Dorian’), BWV 538 — 
Johann Sebastian Bach; Chorale Prelude: 
Allein Gott in der Hoh’ sei Ehr’, BWV 664 - 
Johann Sebastian Bach; Sonata No. 3in A 
Major — Felix Mendelsohn; Two Legends

Lodge Alternatives 
Now Being Explored 


The Department of Community Services 
has come up with several alternatives for 
replacing the Recreation Park lodge, 
which burned down two years ago, Select- 
man Jerry Silverman told the board Tues- 
day night. 

Silverman, the selectmen’s liaison to 
the Community Services committee, said 
the department is exploring the possibility 
of building an open shelter in the park, 
made of steel with a vinyl-coated or 
asphalt-shingled roof. 


Such a shelter, which could cost from 
$5,000 to $10,000 depending on the size and 
style, might be built on the concrete foun- 
dation left from the old lodge, Silverman 
Said. 

Selectman Susan Poore said such a 
shelter would ‘‘meet the need of a shelter, 
but does not exceed a resonable cost.”’ 

Town meeting has twice voted against 
rebuilding the lodge, in 1979 and again in 
1980. The 1980 warrant article called for a 
$150,000 appropriation. 

Joan Pearson, director of community 
services, said yeterday that the depart- 


.ment is ‘‘very enthkusiastic’’ about 


building an open shelter, even though it 
would be ‘‘a far cry from a lodge.”’ 

Pearson said the department will look 
into the costs of building a shelter, and 
possibly reuising the existing foundation, 
before making a report to the selectmen 
and Finance Committee. 

The resulting plan would be brought 
before the spring town meeting, she said. 

Silverman also told the selectmen that 
the town’s 10:30 p.m. curfew seems to 
have helped conditions at Recreation 
Park, although part of the park was found 
to be ‘‘really a mess’’ when the committee 
met there last month. 

That area has since been cleaned up, 
Pearson said. 

Boulders placed in the park roadway 
this summer by the Department of Public 
Works have helped curb speeding there, 
Silverman said. 

He added that the committee would also 
like to insta! permanent picnic tables at 
the park, because the tables there now 
either ‘‘just disappear or are burned.”’ 

Pearson said current efforts to improve 
Recreation Park and Ponp’s Pond are part 
of a ‘‘master plan to revitalize the area.”’ 


Funds To Aid ’Vale, 
Shawsheen Suggested 


Shawsheen Village and Ballardvale may 
become eligible for a state revenue bon- 
ding program to help revitalize ‘‘blighted”’ 
areas of cities and towns, Industrial 
Development Finance Aughority Chair- 
man Lawrence Spiegel told the selectmen 
Tuesday night. 

The Community Area Revitalization 
District program (CARD) helps improve 
retail areas and associated residential 
areas by offering revenue bonding, such as 
that available to industries, Spiegel said. 

Andover may now participate in the 
program because the state recently 
dropped a requirement that cities and 
towns ‘have: a populatiom: of. 35,000 to

Although the program is usually applied 
to only designated areas of a town or city, 
Spiegel said he would aim to have the en- 
tire town qualify for CARD bonding. 

The program would prove especiaslly 
helpful in funding building renovations in 
Shawsheen Village and Ballardvale,. 
Speigel said, but he added that “‘it might 
be nice for other local businesses to have 
as well.” 

Under CARD, any commercial enter- 
prise in the designated area can qualify 
for revenue bonding, Spiegel said.

While the green space area will be an 
important part of the golf course, so will 
some of the future residents’ back yards. 
Accordin to Foss, most of the lots contain 
25.000 square feet, considerably more than 
the 20,000 square foot minimums required 
by the special cluster permit. 

However, Cormier-Andover will hold 
easements on many of the back yards, 
restricting them to use as part of the golf 
course. 

The homeowner will own the lot and pay 
taxes on it, but the golf club will maintain 
it. 

Pamela St. Jean, observer for the 
League of Women Voters, asked if an 
owner would be allowed to put a swing set 
on the easement, for instance. 

‘‘No swing set, no pool,’’ was the reply. 

Tom Arnold, special counsel for the 
town, told the planning board the town had 
suggested that 30 percent of the green 
space be conveyed to non-profit, conserva- 
tion status once 50 percent of the lots in 
any one section had been sold. 

However, he said, Cormier spokesmen 
hadasked that the town instead hold back 
10 percent of the bond for improvements 
(roads, drainage, underground utilities), 
and town approval of the roads in any one 
section, until the open space was properly 
conveyed. 

Foss explained that their counter 
proposal would allow them more flexibili- 
ty as they proceed with the development. 
He said it was possible, for instance, that 
a foundation could be misplaced a couple 
of feet, and that error could throw off 
other boundary lines and the conservation 
land. If the green space had already been

conveyed, he said, they would have to go 
to the state legislature to make a change. 

While the bylaw allowing the special 
cluster zoning permit specifies the amount 
of green space, it doesn’t say when it is to 
be conveyed, Arnold told the board. He 
said the planners could require it to be as 
soon as the permit for cluster develop- 
ment is issued, or after the last parcel of 
the last section is completed. 

What it comes down to, he said, ‘‘is at 
what point do you bear the risk to the town 
that for some reason the open space won’t 
materialize?”’ 

‘‘You have to balance that against the 
legitimate needs of the builder for flex- 
ibility,’’ he said. 

Arnold also brought up the issue of 
Cormier-Andover Greenbelt enforcing the 
terms of the lease with the profit Cormier 
organization, ‘‘which is owned by the man 
who is president, treasurer and clerk of 
the non-profit corporation.”’ 

It was felt, however, that the town could 
go onto the property to remedy violations 
of the conservation restrictions, with the 
Superior Court as an enforcement 
mechanism. 

Cormier. who had let spokesmen do the 
talking, finally asked if the board would be 
satisfied if they agreed to convey he green 
space once 70 percent of the houses in a 
section had been issued occupancy per- 
mits. 

Director of Community and Planning 
Rhys Kear said he would be able to accept 
those terms administratively. The oc-. 
cupancy permits would come across his 
desk, he said, whereas he would not know 
when 70 percent of the lots were sold.

TIMELY STATISTICS: 
President Carter may luck 
out on the economy: Econo- 
mists tell us the inflation 
rate should stabilize just in 
time for the election.

One seldom thinks of whales as milk 
white. 

Oh. Moby Dick. perhaps. the great white 
sperm whale that Capt. Ahab chased 
through the pages of an American literary 
classic. But Moby Dick was a phantom, 
pure fiction. And here we were at the 
mouth of the Saguenay River and sur- 
rounded by milk white whales. 

These whales were belugas. a name 
which in Russian means white whale. 
They were extremely wary animals but 
could be seen clearly by the naked eye and 
in more detail through a binocular. These 
whales were in the St. Lawrence River at 
Tadoussac. Quebec. where the Saguenay 
dumps its frigid water. We traveled by 
boat from Warren. Rhode Island, to see 
the belugas trip whose other highpoints in- 
cluded the unbelievable beauty of New 
York City at dawn as one travels the East 
River and turns north in the Hudson and 
the serenity of the Erie Canal-Mohawk 
River along tree-lined unsettled banks. 

Belugas are essentially Arctic whales 
distributed around the top of the world. 
They occasionally stray as far south as 
Cape Cod Bay or Long Island Sound in 
summer. But belugas are a regular 
feature of the St. Lawrence, where they 
are rather permanent around Tadoussac

and stray to Quebec City. They must feel 
at home in the Saguenay since the August 
temperature of the stream was 34 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Belugas are small whales averaging 
nine to sixteen feet long. They weigh up to 
1500 pounds. Their appearance is unusual 
since they have small heads and appear to 
have necks. Belugas travel in pods. The 
ones we watched seemed to be in groups of 
three to five whales. They often travel in 
groups exceeding 100 animals. 

Even in summer, belugas rise and blow 
in a sort of ballet pattern. In a group of 
five, never more than one is at the sur- 
face. In winter this characteristic serves 
the animals well, They break a hole in thin 
ice. or-keep open a hole in thicker ice, and 
then rise to blow in rotation, giving each 
member of the herd an equal chance for 
survival. Belugas can remain submerged 
about 15 minutes. so cooperation under 
Arctic ice is crucial. 

On the St. Lawrence, visitors look for 
white whales and black whales, the latter 
classification including the general run of 
species. While-watching the belugas, 
many were convinced that they were see- 
ing “black whales” with them. Young 
belugas are dark brown through the first 
year. They are mottled the second year, 
yellowish the third. and turn white the 
fourth year. Their cousins in Hudson’s Bay 
follow a slightly different color sequence, 
beginning life dark blue. 

St. Lawrence belugas are wary because 
until recently the animals were killed in- 
discriminately by Quebec fishermen.

The 
fishermen killed the animals because they 
eat fish. and fishermen can be narrow- 
minded about anything that eats fish 
without paying them.
